The Eminent Lawyer and Citizen 


Passed from Earth After 


Long Suffering. 


CLOSE OF AN ILLUSTRIOUS LIFE 


Hon. Robert C. Bell, citizen, sol- 
ier, jurist, scholar and orator, is 
gone from earth. The end came at 


:45 o'clock Monday afternoon. For 


hours only the feeblest spark of life 


ad bound the sufferer to this world; 
t grew fainter and fainter, died at 
ast, and the distinguished patient 
ank peacefully into the dreamless 
leep of death- There was no strug- 
gle—only a slight gasp, almost im- 
>erceptible even to the anxious 
watchers at the bedside. The patient

he end could not long be deferred, 
'he marvelous recuperative powers 
o often manifested during Mr. 
Jell's illness were exhausted, and 
weakened vitality could no longer 
maintain 
the 
unequal 
struggle. 


Gathered at the bedside were his de- 
voted wife, her nephew, Hon. Arthur 
Brady, of Muncie; Dr. C. E, Barnett, 
is physician, and the nurses. Mr. 
Bell's law partner, W. D. Doughman, 
had been at the residence shortly be- 
ore, but was not present as the sen- 
tor breathed his last. Mr. Bell's age 
was 56 years, 6 months and 8 days. 


BATTLE WITH DISEASE. 


Mr. Bell's death came after a pro- 
racted illness. For months the dis- 
inguished lawyer had been bravely 
battling against a complication of 
iHments, and he was a sick man long 
before his idomitable will power 
could be persuaded to yield and he 
placed himself in the care of a physi- 
cian. Mr. Bell was a tremendous 
worker; he spared neither physical 
nor mental powers in carrying for- 
ward his professional practice, but 
;he overtaxed constitution yielded at 
ast in a collapse that closed a career 
of unusual brilliance. Mr. Sell has 
been confined to the house since 


into the hall. The exposure resulted 
in a slight attack of pneumonia, 
which, in the patient's weakened cOnr/ 
dition, induced a general and rapid 
decline. His temperature rose to a 
dangerous degree, and medical skill 
was powerless to afford more than 
temporary relief to the recurring 
prostrations. 
The pneumonia left 


him much weaker, decline was even 
more marked, and the enfeebled con- 
stitution seemed powerless to stay its 
encioachments. With the weakness 
came a local paralysis that precluded 
the taking of any nourishmenl since 
Priday. 
When the patient's condi- 


tion became alarming, Dr. S. V. Clev- 
enger, an eminent Chicago specialist 
in nervous troubles, was called in 
counsel. Dr. Clevenger reached the 
patient on Saturday, and his diag- 
nosis confirmed that already made by 
Dr. Barnett—that Mr. Bell was suf- 
fering from traumatic meningitis, 
with a brain lesion, The condition 
offered no hope and sorrowing friends 
were told, as tenderly as possible, of 
the appraching shadow. 


His passing was peaceful, and the 


sorrow at his going is universal. He 
was most widely known and univer- 
sally esteemed, for in Robert C. Bell 
were combined the graces of man- 
hood and of scholarship, of brilliance 


early in November, but even in the ' and of affability that drew all men to 
earlier part of this period he insisted Mm and made every acquaintance a 
upon looking after a portion of his 
professional matters, and did some 
work while lying upon a bed of ill- 
ness. 


Early in September last Mr. Bell 


sustained a fall at his home, and it 
was the opinion of his physicians 
that this fall was the primary cause 
of 
a meningeal trouble, which, 


though at first of a mild type, later 
developed to a more pronounced de- 
gree. Though not in his usual vigor, 
Mr. Bell was able to be about and, 
as had always been his custom, took 
an active interest in the political 
campaign. The night previous to the 
election, in conformity with his cus- 
tom for many years, Mr. Bell went to 
Arcola to deliver the closing address 
of the campaign, but on reaching 
that place was too ill to attempt to 
speak. 
On election night, though 


very weak, Mr, Bell entertained 
r, 


number of invited guests to receive 
election returns. The following day 
he was compelled to take to his bed, 
and from it, it might be said, he 
never arose.

I think that 
his happiest hours were when he had 
his friends around him. 
He loved 


his home and there he delig'hted to 
entertain his friends. 


"His experience among <men was 


large. His conversation about men 
and measures of public import were 
very entertaining and 
instructive. 


He had a fund of reminiscence and 


anecdote that were charming as he 
related them in his inimitable man- 
ner. He was gentle and enjoying in 
his manners and in every respect a 
very attractive man. 


"His conduct in court was cour-

occasion. While alive to what is due
